IT’S hard to describe ROCKET MAN (Sunday, 
BBC1). It’s got more explosions than a 
Hollywood blockbuster. The plots are like 
‘Scooby Doo’, because you know that, 
whatever happens, every episode will end 
with everyone chuckling together. The 
characters are the sort of lovable, British 
eccentrics who used to fill the screens of old 
Ealing comedies. Every bit feels like you’ve 
seen it somewhere else before. And it’s great. 

This week saw obsessive inventor George 
Stephenson getting a little nearer to his goal 
of launching his wife’s ashes into space. 
He and his team developed a tracking device 
- or more accurately, a pen that lit up and 
a frying pan mounted on a broom. But 
it wasn’t working too well - especially when

fellow rocketeer Shiner dropped it in a vat 
of chocolate. 

Actually, the unfolding story of George’s 
DIY rocket isn’t that gripping, unless you’re 
planning to send one of your own relatives’ 
remains into outer space. But it’s the way 
the rocket story slots into the troubled lives 
of the characters that makes it all so 
watchable. 


This week, the terminally-useless Shiner hit 
centre stage, as his debts mounted and his 
wife threatened to leave him. George got 
him a job at the chocolate factory, a chance 
which Shiner promptly threw away. He did 
a runner, intending to hurl himself off a 


local landmark. But luckily, he still had the 
rocket’s tracking device in his jacket. 

It all ended a bit too neatly - some well- 
placed words from George and Shiner 
realised life was worth living, climbed down 
off the viaduct and walked straight back 
into his old job. 

But happy endings, especially on a winter 
Sunday night, are welcome. Judging by the 
way it consistently delivers the feel-good 
factor, it looks like George will achieve lift- 
off when the show ends in a fortnight’s 
time. Anything else would be disappointing. 
But it also means, thankfully, that this is 
going to be a one-off gem - disappearing in 
a blaze of glory rather than coming back 
year after year until we’re tired of it.
